ST. PATRICK’S SOCIETY DINNER. 

Speaking at the annual meeting of- St. 
Patrick's Society in. Shanghai, Mr. H. G., 
Simms, the President, said that their message 
from that far-off land to Ireland was to urge 
her to think and act Imperially, and not just 
parochially. Nothing was dearer to the Trish 
than liberty, and the true way to safeguard 
that liberty was to see that Irish reg. ments at 
the various fronts were kept up to their full 
strength by Irishmen.

To preserve the 
world against the cult of militarism which had 
brought all the sorrow and desolation. on 
Europe was surely a righteous cause, and one 
with ‘which all Irishmen must be in the fullest 
sympathy. 

At the dinner on St. Patrick’s Day, Mr. 
Simms gave the toast of the Saint's pious and 
immortal memory. St. Patrick’s influence, he 
said, was as strong in Ireland to-day as in the 
fifth century.

— and there was a quorum present at roll 
cail, 

Mr. Cosgrave moved the adoption of the 
rate, and said that it might have been thought 
strange that at the last meeting he proposed a 
resolution and then voted against it. He 
moved the resolution by virtue of his position 
as Chairman of the Committee, and he voted 
against it in exercise of his personal right as 
a member of the Corporation owing to one of 
the items of the rate to which he objected. 
He recollected the time when Judge Kenny 
was elected as member for St. Stephen’s Green 
Division by the aid of the great number of 
lodger voters, many of whom were mere chil- 
dren. He was translated from there to the 
bench, and, having. regard to the manner of 
his election, that translation was corrupt, and 
the statement in the court to which they ob- 
jected more like the address of a Crown Pro- 
secutor than tliat of an impartial judge. 

Alderman Sir Joseph Downes seconded the 
motion. 

Alderman T. Kelly said he would move an 
amendment that the police rate be reduced to 
4d. in the £. 

The Lord Mayor said he would not take any 
amendment. 

Alderman T. 


Kelly said public men were 
reticent in expressing their views at the 


re- 


sent time for fear that in doing so it might 


lead to irritation, but the same reasonableness 


‘ought to be exercised by the police and mili- 


tary authorities. (Hear, hear.) It was not 
done, and if their policy was to drive to 
premature insurrection the Volunteers and 
those associated with them and other armed 
associations, he hoped wmoderation—strict 
moderation—patience, and fortitude would 
guide the counsels of these armed associations. 
There was no reason. that they could ascertain 
which justified Judge Kenny’s action in urging 
military action at the opening of the last 
Commission. There were only eleven cases, 
and of these he (Alderman Kelly) believed 
eight persons were found not guilty. There 
was one police case, where a policeman lost 
about £50 to his lady friends. (Laughter.) 
There was nothing to justify Mr. Justice 
Kenny either in the shape of.the Defence of 
the Realm Act or other cases which would 
justify him in making such a harangue. They 
knew why he got on the bench, and they 
knew why Ireland was afflicted by political 
judges; but when they got on the bench they 
ought to have reason for their rhyme,’ and 


they ought to have cases before them that 


would give them cause for making such state- 
ments. Unless he wants to have a ‘‘ bloody 
Assizes ” or two here, he (Alderman Kelly) 


could not see any reason for a judge making 


such statements. He got that morning from 
the reputable editor of the journal New Jre- 


land, in Fleet street, a circular, which he 


would read. It was froma man named Little. 

Alderman Kelly then read the following :— 

New Ireland Office, 13 Fleet etreet, Dublin. 
April 15th, 1916. 

Sir.—The gravity of thd present situation in 
Ireland compels me to invite your serious attention 
to the enclosed. It is a copy of portion of a docu- 
ment recently addressed to, and on the files: in, 
Dublin Castle. In view of the deliberate intention 
here revealed on the part of ‘the: Government" to 
cause Dioodshed in Ireland by an attack on the 
Irish Volunteets—a body formed openly in pre-war 
times—in a manner certain to provoke armed resist- 
ance, 1 appeal to you to use your influence, pubhé 
and private, in whatever manner you may consider 


would best benefit this country.—Yours, etc., 
Patgack J. LITTLE. 


Alderman Kelly. also read the document to 
which Mr, Little's letter referred. This pur- 
ported to be a statement oí certain “ pre- 
cautionary measures’’ which were to’be put 
in force on receipt of an order from Dublin 
Castle. Certain persons were to be put under 
arrest, inclyding all members of the Sinn 
Fein National Council, the leaders of the Sinn 
Fein Volunteers, the Executive Committee of 
the National Volunteers, and certain leaders 
of the Gaelic League. The military authori- 
ties were to take charge of the city, and cer- 
tain premises were to be seized and others 
isolated. The premises which were to be 
isolated included those known as the Arch- 
bishop’s House, Dtumcondra, and the Dublin 
Mansion House. 

Alderman Kelly, continutng, said that 
document was evidently genuine. New Ire- 
land was not regarded in any sense as a 
political journal; it. was ai milk and .water 
Home Rule journal, amd he took the respon 
sibility of reading the document in dis- 
charge of his public duty. If it was false 
the responsibilty rested on him; if it were 
true he held that he had done a public service 
in drawing attention to it at present in order 
to prevent these military operations being car- 
ried on in a city which he declared under 
God was the most peaceable in Europe. The 
idea of sending out an official document and 
telephoning from police headquarters that a 
Volunteer ‘held up a tram and pointed a re- 
volver at a'tram conductor! It was exceed- 
ingly regrettable that young hot-headed chaps 
‘would do such things.. He hoped that those 
in charge would see that these occurrences did 
not take place, but he had his doubts that it 
did take place. “Even if it did, was it worth 
while sending out notice that a young man 
had pointed a revolver at a tram conductor. 
Then take the case of Dr. McGuinness’s motor 
car. The Express had published a “Sinn 
Fein Outbreak,’’ and it was stated that the 
motor car had ben destroyed. Dr. 
McGuinness the next day, at the Police Court, 
swore he saw no one touch his motor car, 
and that he was surprised when he went 
home to find the lamp broken. Still a young 
fellow was fined. f they wanted this class 
of thing, of course there was no help for it, 
but he (Alderman Kelly) and those associated 
with him would do ee airis they could to 
see that discretion and moderation would 
remain. (Hear, yee It was for those 
exercising military and police authority to 
do likewise.’ (Hear, hear.) At any rate, the 
issue would be clear and defined. and the re- 
sponsibility for what might occur would rest 
on the right shoulders, and the public gener- 
ally, not only in Dublin, but throughout Ire- 
lahd, would be able to put their fingers on 
those responsible without any hesitancy what- 
ever. (Hear, hear,) 

Mr. Delaney, City High Sheriff, said he 
did not like the action Judge Kenny took. 

« The Lord Mayor said he did not think the 
Corporation should be used as a place for dis- 
cussing these things. 

The City High Sheriff said that Alderman 
Kelly got a great deal of latitude, and he 
(Mr. Delaney} wished to protest against the 
Council being) used for the purpose of poli- 
tical propaganda. They had some political 
rights, and they did not want to have them 
filched from them either by Judge Kenny on 
the one side or by their extreme political 
opponents on the other. They were now 
governéd constitutionally, and the Govern- 
ment of_Ireland was in a position to see that 
every man’s life and property was protected, 
and there was no such thing, as Alderman 
Kelly wanted to put before Gin, of an out- 
break of rebellion. Alderman Kelly’s words 
would do nothing but fan the worst passions 
of Irishmen, and were entirely uncaileá for, 
and might result in their being deprived oí 
their political aspirations. They all knew 
that there had been a great deal of latitude 
extended to litical demonstrators, and 
though he considered that Judge Kenny was 
indiscreet in his remarks they should protest 
against the business of the ratepayers being 
mixed up with political discussions. e ob- 
jected to it, as it would. only tend to make 
the Corporation look foolish.

Mr. JAMES MASON? criticised the action 
of the Liquor Control Board, and complained 
that they had used the drastic powers en- 
trusted to them under the Defence of the 
Realm’ Act for the purpose of promotin 
temperance reforms whigh had never receive 
the sanction of Parliament. He thought that 
absolutely no’ difference should “be allowed 
in the rules with regard to public-houses and 
canteens. In his opinion, “16 was wrong to 
try to carry out a measure of purely tem- 
perancé reform under a cloak of military 
necessity. 

Sir WILLIAM BULL quoted a number of 
instances in which canteens had been con- 
ducted under conditions quite different from 
those to which public-houses were subjected. 
He complained of the scheduling of ‘districts 
‘in which such action was altogether unneces- 
sary. The great licensed victualling trade 
was being bled to death by these orders, and 
he asked whether the time had not come for 
a public inquiry into the operations of the 
Control Board. 

Major ASTOR—The trade always 
notice of the meetings of the Board. 

Sir WILLIAM BULL said he was referring 
to the evidence. There was a genuine griev- 
ance by the whole trade against the Board, 
and as the Revenue were deriving large 
sums of money out of the trade, the Board 
should not take up its present attitude.

It. was true 4they were 
antrusted with drastic powers, but up to the 
present time they had never exercised their 
owers of total prohibition. In all cases they 
bad acted on the representation of the military 
and naval authorities, and where action had 
been takan an undoubted improvement had 
followed. 


THE AIR SERVICE. 


Sir HENRY DATZIEL said that before 
the House adjourned he desired to register his 
protest against the action of the Government 
in again postponing their statement with re- 
gard to the air service. Tha House would 
remember that some time ago there was a 
debate on the subject which occupied the 
whole day. in order to avoid a division, the 
House consented to adjourn the debate antil 
after the financial business was disposed of. 
It was time to complain of the utter self-com- 
placency of the Government in regard to the 
matter. After nearly two years of war we 
had no brain working for the benefit of the air 
service. The country was hopeful that some- 
thing would be done when Lord Derby and Lord 
Montagu were appointed on the Joint Com- 
mittee, but their hopes ware dashed to the 
ground when both these noble lords gave up 
their work in despair. The Government had 
not vet realised the importance of the air 
service, and hoped to. deceive the people by 
mounting dummy guns, which were carted 
from town to town until the people realised 
the fraud Which was being perpetrated upon 
them. He also desiged to call attention to 
the delay which had occurred in providing our 
soldiers at the front with steel helmets. In 
this matter he submitted that our soldiers 
had been treated ,very shabbily as com- 
ared with the way in which the 

rench troops hdd been treated. Who was 
responsible for the delay in the supply of steel 
helmets, the necessity for which was known 
more than twenty months ago! 


Mr. TENNANT (interposing) said that 


every man in the trenches had been suppiied 


with a helmet many weeks ago. 

Sir HENRY DALZIEL said he was very 
glad to hear it. . He would be glad if Mr. 
Tennant could throw any light upon the cir- 
cumstances which led to the recent dismissal 
from the Board of Control of the War Office 
of three of its members, and if any further 
information could be given with regard to 
General Townshend’s position. Was the relief 
expedition furnished. with all}the guns and 
ammunition it was likely to require? 


DR. ADDISDW'SUEPLY. 


Dr. ADDISON, in his reply, said that in 
regard to helmets in the early days of the war 
a great many experiments were conducted 
in order to ascertain what was the best type 
of helmet. He believed that the type first 
adopted by this country was a better helmet 
than that which was supplied to the French 
forces. The type now in use by the British 
t s was an amended form of that helmet. 
The Minister of Munitions received the first 
‘requisition for helmets in the early days of 
November, 1915.. The output was at first 
limited, because there were few, firms in the 
country which could turn out the particular 
kind of steel required, but every man in the 
ae was now supplied with a helmet. De-

commander-in-chief, which was written on his 
leaving the service. Mr. Billing then read 
this letter, in which Mr. Murray F. Suter. ex- 
pressed his regret at Mr. Billing’s retirement, 
praised him highly for special air attacks 
which he organised, and stated that the 
French Government were very highly pleased 
with the services he (Mr. Billing) had ren- 
dered. (Cheers.) He also repeated that in 
the room of the Chief Unionist Whip he had 
stated his intention to enter the House as an 
an independent air candidate, if not as the 
official candidate of the party. 


MR. STEEL MAITLAND. 


Mr. STEEL MAITLAND said that the hon. 
gentleman had met him at his house, and in- 
formed him that he did not wish to attack the 
Admiralty air services, but he (Mr. Steel 
Maitland) absolutely denied categorically that 
he ever undertook or promised or gave Mr. 
Billing any expectation whatever of finding 
him a safe and comfortable seat if he 
did not attack the Government. (Cheers.) 
With regard to the reference to 
the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, that gentleman adhered to his denial 
of the utterance attributed to him in the room 
of the. Chief Unionist Whip, and the Colonial 
Secretary had authorised him to say that 
before making that denial he had refreshed his 
memory by consulting the Chief Unionist 
Whip exactly as to what had occurred.

NORTHERN SHIPPING DISPUTE. 


Mr. SCANLAN called attention to the dis- 
pute in connection with the Belfast and Liver- 
pool, Heysham and Fleetwood whats, and 
also to the suspension of the traffic between 
Larne and Stranraer. He said that although 
the dispute had been in operation for six or 
eight weeks the Board of Trade had failed to 
bring about a settlement, the result “being 
that most serious inconvenience had been 
caused to business people in the North of 
Ireland; while,.in some instances, the tran- 
sport of munitions had been delayed and dis- 
organised.

Mr. PRETYMAN, on behalf of the Board 
of Trade, said that his Department had done 
everything possible to induce the companies 
to agree to arbitration, but so far had been 
unsuccessful. The position of the companies, 
he understood, was that so far they had not 
consented to arbitration because they con- 
sidered that they had’ a definite agreement 
with the men, to the effect that when wages 
were raised at the beginning of the war the 
rate then agreed to should remain unaltered 
for the period of the war. So far as the 
Board of Trade were concerned, they would 
do all they could to bring this unfortunate 
dispute to an end. 

Mr. GINNELL called attention to the 
financial relations between Great Britain and 
Ireland, and urged the co-opted and self- 
elected Government to make a beginning in 
the practice of honesty towards Ireland. He 
was several times called . to order for 
irrelevancy, and was finally requested to 
resume his seat.

- The Cabinet. 


Another disappointment awaited the 
House of Commons yesterday. The 
Cabinet has failed to settle its differences, 
and Mr. Asquith was compelled once more 
to postpone his promised statement of 
policy. It is a dangerous and—as the 
Marquis of Lansdowne said in the House 
of Lords—a “ mortifying” position. Here 
is a British Cabinet composed. of the 
picked men of the three parties in the 
State. Its task, a terribly urgent task, 
is the finding of men for the war. The 
men can be found and, if we are to win, 
must be found. All the facts are in the 
Cabinet's possession: it knows. the re 
quirements of its military advisers, and it 
knows the number of men in the country 
who are eligible for service. Yet it is 
unable to reach an agreement. While the 
country shouts for action and the Army 
begs for help, it indulges in the most un- 
pardonable of all war luxuries—the politi- 
cal fears and prejudices of peace-time. 
Mr. |Asquith hopes to be able to announce 
a decision next Tuesday. There are still 
“material points of disagreement in the 
Cabinet.” If they are not settled, “the 
result must be a break-up of the Govern- 
ment’; and that, in the Cabinet's 
opinion, would be “a national disaster 
of the most formidable kind.” Lord 
Lansdowne, in his fuccessful effort to 
secure the postponement of the debate 
on Viscount Milner’s resolution in the 
Lords, elaborated the Prime Minister s 
last point. He'said that the dissolution 
of the Cabinet at this time would have a 
deplorable effect upon our Allies and on 
our Dominions, and. would give great joy 
to the enemy. It is quite true that such 
an event would have some, or all, of 
these consequences; but it is equally true 
that thé life of the present Cabinet may 
be prolonged at a far too heavy cost. A 
series of further delays in reaching a de- 
cision would “be deeply injurious to the 
conduct of the war. Mr. Asquith hopes that 
the collapse of the Cabinet ‘may be 
averted by a few days’ more deliberation.” 
The whole tenour of his statement suggests 
that the Prime Minister and the country, 
even how, are thinking of different things. 
Mr. Asquith wants’ to keep one or two 
men in the Cabinet. The country wants 
to send some hundreds of thousands of 


| trained soldiers to the fighting line in 


France. 

The political prophets are inclined to 
think that the Cabinet will weather the 
storm.

. W&x. Wilson’s Ultimatum, 


President Wilson has sent an u/timatum 
to ‘Berlin, and has confronted Germany 
with a stark and inevitable choice 
between peace and: war with the 
United States. He laid before a joint 
session of the Senate and the House 
of Representatives yesterday a state- 
ment on his-dinal Note, which was 
despatched to Berlin on Tuesday. — His 
decision to address Congress was in itself a 
signal proof of the extreme gravity of the 
situation. Jt was so regarded by the 
Senate, which, without waiting to hear his 
statement, immediately passed the Army 
Reorganisation Bill, providing for’ a 
regular reserve military force aggregating 
a million men. The President's decision 
to state “his case to Congress was sudden 
and altogether unexpected. No such 
action appears to have been contemplated 
when the Note was drawn up and de 
spatched. It is believed in Washington 
that his action was determined by the dis- 
covery, om the arrest of von Igel—secretary 
and successor to Captain von Papen, the 
dismissed German Naval Attaché—of 
papers which incriminate the highest Ger- 
man officials in the United States in a 
series of plots in violation of American 
neutrality, The arrést of von Igel, an 
accredited diplomatic representative, which 
will be deeply resented by Germany, and 
the consequent revelations, which must 
inflame public opinion in the United 
States, have presumably satisfied the Presi- 
dent that a peaceful solution of the sub- 
marine question is all but hopeless. Even 

ore these events he must have enter- 
tained very small hopes that a break with 
Germany could be avoided. His Note to

He requires of 
Germany, as we understand his address to 
Congress, not merely that attacks in 
violation of international law on merchant- 
men carrying Americans shall cease, but 
that all such attacks shall cease. The 
sinking by a German submarine without 
warning of any merchant ship, whether 
American lives are sacrificed or not, will 
apparently incur the penalty of a rupture 
of diplomatic relations. . The President s 
ultsmatum, in effect, requires Germany to 
abandon altogether her submarine cam- 
paign. That campaign has been so suc- 
‘cessful precisely. because it is conducted 
on the principle of “sink at sight.” If 
submarines -were compelled to submit 
merchantmen to visit and search, and to 
make adequate provision for the safety of 
pagsengers and crews, they could not act 
to any effective purpose as commerce- 
destroyers. Submarines, as President 
Wilson has contended from the outset, are 
tunfitted by their nature to act in that 
‘capacity within the four corners of inter- 
national law. He has steadily refused to 
accept Germany's plea that her necessity, 
in this as in other respects, must demolish 
that law if it is inconvenient to her. His 
ultimatum, therefore, confronts her with 


especially Great Britain, by a process‘ of 
mercantile attrition at sea; or she must 
break with the United States, in the full 
knowledge that such a break, if it is fol- 
lowed by further outrages, means war. If 
the comments of the German Press are a 
trustworthy index, she will 


acute internal crisis in Germany as soon 
as the terms of the American ultimatum 
are made known’; but the conflict after the 
fall of Grand Admiral von Tirpitz has 
already shown conclusively that the naval 
party have the upper hand over the Im- 
‘perial Chancellor and the diplomats. 


French Exchanges. 


France has made very heavy pur- 
chases in England and America during 
the war period. As. the number of 
men left available for ordinary production 
has been reduced by successive calls to the 
Colours and transfers to war tasks, the 
svalue of the exports sent in exchange for 
the swollen total of imports has been 
lessened month by month. ~The balance 
'of trade is, consequently, very much 
against France. Her share in the Anglo- 
French Loan raised in America for the 
payment of American accounts with the 
Allies did something for a time towards 
correcting the fall in the exchange value of 
| the franc which occurred as the trade 
| balance became more adverse. Lately, 
| however, another sharp fall has occurred. 
| The normal exchange before-the war was 
| 5.16 francs to the dollar: last week 6.06 
| francs had to be given. The pound ster- 
| ling has been saved from a similar fall, 
largely by what has been called the 
| mobilisation of American securities which 
| were held-in the United Kingdom. France 
| had not this resource , and has, therefore, 
| to raise another credit loan in the United 
Ime The loan, it is stated, will be 


French banking houses, and will not be a 
| Government transaction. On this under- 
| standing the Paris exchange in New. York 
Í is improving. As everybody who has 
| travelled in France knows, the exchange 
ordinarily given for a British sovereign 
'was 25.22 frances. Last week London 
| bankers required 29 francs. The steps 
taken by the French Finance Minister to 
improve the exchange are not’ publicly 
| known. Unless some other means be pre- 
| ferred, France can put matters right by 
transferring gold, of which she holds 
a greater quantity than any other 
belligerent.

His covert attitude on the 
question of the Monarchy from beginning 
to end was such as to make it easy for 
him to resume his old position with good 
grace. He appeared to discourage the move- 
ment for the restoration of the monarchical 
system in China. It was with every out- 
ward show of reluctance that he consented 
to a plebiscite on the question. When 
the plebiscite resulted—as from the 
manner in which it was engineered every- 
body knew it would—in his being asked 
to reestablish the Imperial system with 
himself at its head, he ‘consented, but 
postponed the consummation of the 
scheme. When resentmént flamed into open 
rebellion he was able to protest that he 
had always held the plan to be an unwise 
one,. and that he had merely given effect, 
against his own judgment, to what seemed 
to be the -popular will. This is, indeed, 
what he does say, with many flowers of 
language, in the renunciatory declaration. 
“I now cleanse my heart and wash my 
thoughts to the end that trouble may be 
averted and the people may have peace

OBITUARY. 
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RIGHT HON. HUGH HOLMES. 


We announce with much regret the death 
of the Right Hon. Hugh Holmes, formerly a 
Lord Justice of Appeal in Ireland, which 
occurred on Tuesday night at his residence, 5

ham Brady. Called to the Bar in 1865, to- 
ether with the late Lord Chief Justice of 

land (Lord O'Brien), he.in the course of a 
few years su in building an exten- 
sive practice. No junior of his time worked 
more industriously or with more resolute de- 
termination to acquire solid legal learning. 
Thoroughness was the dominant characteristic 
of his Gapecition; and he rapidty earned high 
reputation as a sound all-round lawyer. © It 
was said many years ago, that ‘‘there is 
scarcely any part of the law which he has not 
touched ; there is none he has touched 
but he has made it completely his own.” Ap- 
pointed Solicitor-General in 1878, not lon 
after he joined the Inner Bar, he was elect 
a Benchen of King’s Inns in 1879, and in the 
same yeat took his Masters degree in the 
University of Dublin. 

In 1885 he became Attorney-General, and 
was also returned as member for Dublin Uni- 
versity to fill the place then just vacated by 
the elevation of Mr. Edward Gibson_(after- 
wards Lord Ashbourne) to thé Lord Chan- 
cellorship. But in the House of Commens he 
made a smaller mark than had been expected. 
Although listened to at all times with respect, 
he never succeeded in interesting his special 
audience,’ nor did he deliberately endeavour to 
cultivate an attractive style of delivery. No 
orator, but an astute and conscientious law 
officer, was the verdict of the House, and 
with it the outside public agreed. As an 
advocate, on the other hand, he had few 
rivals. He was in his element at Nisi Prius, 
exhibiting masterly ability in the conduct of 
his cases, and an uncommon power of in- 
fluencing a jury by force of lucid argument 
and skilful persuasion. 

In 1887 ‘he was appointed a Judge of the 
High Court. Mr. Justice Holmes at once 
found himself in the, sphere which best. suited 
his temperament and inclinations. _ His 
manner was brusque, but there was no more 
painstaking judge. Above. all a lawyer, he 
applied his clear intellect with unvarying 
earnestness to every‘ issue offered for de: 
termination if, the Queen's Bench, taking a 
keen pleasureYin unravelling and co-ordinating 
complicated matters, of detail. In dealing 
with mercantile transactions he. was factle 
princeps among his colleagues, and never 
hesitated to grapple with involved” matters of 
account. Commenting upon this particular 
judicial trait, the writer of a slight “ character 
sketch '. more than twenty years ago pointed 
to his singular skill in handling figures, '' his 
knowledge of trade terms, his accurate con- 
jectures upon the value of merchandise, his 
diagnoses of the state of the Money market, 
his profound regard for the secrecy of banking 
affairs.”’ ‘@Were,not Mr. Justice Holmes a 
lawyer.’ ‘it was said, “he would make an 
excellent merchant.” It was not that he had 
‘any particular predilection for the ways of 
commerce. ‘‘He knows the lex mercatoria 
simply because he made up his mind to know 
the law of England thoroughly, and to leave 
no branch of it unlearnt.’’ ew of his com- 
temmporaries on the bench possessed his in- 
timate practical knowledge of the affairs of 
the work-a-day world, and this quality, 
coupled with his comprehensive * grasp of 
governing legal principles and precedents, 
lent an added weight to his judicial] decisions 
in a majority of the cases with which from 
time to time he was concerried. 

In the serener atmosphere of the Court of 
Apneal, of which he sein a member in 
1897, Lord Justice Holmes was even more at 
home. He brought to that tribunal.a notable 
accession of strength. He lived to see many 
changes in the Appeal Court, of which he and 
the late Lord Justice FitzGibbon for a long 
series of years represented the hackbone., A 
loyal, member of the Church of Ireland, in 
the welfare of which he took the deepest 
personal interest, Lord Justice Holmes on 
frequent occasions fulfilled the duties of As- 
sessor at the meetings of the General Synod, 
acting also’ in his judicial canacity as a 
member of the Diocesan Court. — 

‘In 1869 Lord" Justice Holmes married a 
daughter of the late Mr. J. W. Moule, of 
Elmley-Lovet, Warwickshire, who died in 
1901. His son, Mr. William Holmes, now a 
Resident Magistrate, served: with the Trish 
Yeomanry in. the Boer War, where he was 
severely wounded. 


SIR ARTHUR HEYWOOD, BART. 
Sir Arthur Heywood, Bart., died at his 
residence, Duffield Bank, near Derby, last 
evening, aged 67 years. He was prominently 
identined withthe public life of the county, 
and was High Sheriff in 1899. 


CANON G. GORE MERVYN. 

The death has taken place at Belfast of 
the Rev. Canon George Gore Mervyn, M.A., 
Vicar of Ballymacarrett.. Canon Mervyn, 
who was ordained in 1885, was for some time 
a curate in the parish church of St. Ann’s, 
under the late Rev. Dr. Hannay, and in 1889 
was appointed Rector. of St. Patrick's, Bally- 
macarrett. During his ministry the church 
on the Newtownards road, Belfast, was en- 
larged and beautified.

REV. S. L. HARRISON, 

The death took place yesterday of Rev. S. 
L. Harrison, Presbyterian minister for Castle- 
bellingham and Jonesborough (Newry). Mr.

In 1882 he became 
minister of Castlebellingham and .Jones- 
borough, prior to which he § officiated at 
Donore West and Creggs, Co. Roscommon. 
Up to the time of his death he was Presby- 
terian chaplain to His Mayjesty’s Prison at 
Dundalk. In June last the Assembly offered 
to relieve him of his duty, but he declined to 
accept the offer. He was the oldest sur- 
viving student of the Derry College. In 1907, 
on the completion of his 25th year in Castle- 
bellingham, he was made the recipient of a 
presentation and address from the residents 
of the district. He was a member of the 
Committee of the Louth Archeological 
Society.

BRILLIANT CHARGE AGAINST

The Special Correspondent of the Press As- 


sociation in Egypt writes :—~ 

In the official communiqué issued in Cairo on 
February 28th, relating to the fight at Agagia, 
mention was made of ‘‘the brillant and etiec- 
tive charge of the Dorsetshire Yeomanry.’’ 

The few details that have come to hand of 
this charge are.sufficient to show that our 
Yeomen once again showed that extraordinary 
dash and daring against which the strongest 
foe is rendered impotent once these hariy 
Warriors can get to grips with him. 

The march of our brave Yeomen across the 
open plains of Suvia will never be forgotten. 
There they went forward like men on parade 
exposed to a most murderous and devastating 
fire, and not a man wavered. All the odds 
were against them, however, and their valour 
went for naught, save that it left behind an 
imperishable record of heroism. Here in 
Egypt it was different. {The men iu the

ublin Fusiliers, mentioned in to-day’s paper, 
I did not for a moment insinuate that any 
blame was attached to the carrying out of 
Army Form O. 1835 by the Irish Insurance 
Commissioners. 1 quite agree with Sir William 
Thompson that when the Commission is: noti- 
fied every care is taken of poor tuberculous 
soldiers. As far as I can gather, the fault 
lies in the fact that this notice would appear 
In some cases not to have been given. No 
arrangements, therefore, could be made by the 
Commission tor the reception of the men. I 
know some few have foolishly refused the 
sanatorium treatment. Others accepted, but 
have not continued long enough to benefit by 
it. In England, out of some 2,400 men, about 
2,000 have been admitted, and the remainder 
have, I believe, refused admission. This re- 
fusal, I understand, is due in some cases to 
the fact that, as separation allowances cease 
on discharge, the men wish to get to work to 
egijeavour to support their wives and families.
